The establishment of “small 
claims” courts is upon the 
conclusion that the machinery that 
has been heretofore afforded for the 
administration of the law has been 
inadequate, and that as a result, 
justice has, to many poor persons, 
been denied, and to many more, d-- 
layed. 

SEVERE CRITICISM. 


While the substantive law has not 
coneciously, or otherwise, discrimin- 
ated against the poor man, but on 
the contrary, hes scrupulously pre- 
served the balance between the poor 
man and his more fortunate neigh- 
bor. the remedial law, that which 
prescribes the method of enforcing 
rights and obtaining redress for 
wrongs. has been subjected to se- 
vere criticism, especially in the ad- 
ministrationof those classes of cases 
which will fall within the ju ic- 
tion of the “smal! claims” rts.

The annual meeting and luncheon 

the Lafayette Svuciety of Call- 
ornia was held last Friday noon at 
the Maurice restaurant. The object 
was the election of officers for the 
ensuing year and planning the pro- 
gram for the Lafayette-Marne Day, 
September 6. 

Each year on the anniversary of 
the Battle of the Marne, Sept. 6. 
1914, when the ordef was given by 
Gen. Joffre to his troops ( retreating 
for ten days) to turn around, face 
the enemy and die if necessary, but 
give no ground, this memorial day, 
which corresponds with the birth of 
the great Lafayette, is celebrated 
jointly in all French and Ameriean 
patriotic movements. 

The French government is erect- 
ing a commemorative monument, @ 
memento of the intervention of 
America in the great war. It was 
on Sept. 6, 1919, at Pointe de Grave, 
near Bordeaux, where 142 years pre- 


carrying a few hundred volunteers 
to ald the thirteen colonies fighting 
for independence, set sail for Amer- 
ica, that Raymond Poincare, Presi- 
@ent of the French republic, and the 
American Ambassador laid the cor- 
ner-atone of the monument destined 
to commemorate. the entrance of 
America into the World War. 


WORK LL VE. 


The execution of the monument 
wes confided to the master 
Rarthoime, but tt was his desire 
that the work should be joint and 
collective, inspired by the efforts and 
collaboration of the young sculptors 
and artiste who had themeelyes 
fought with the French armies, r- 
ticipating in the great conflict, and 
such of the’ vors as returned to 
their hemes contributed largely to 
the designing of the monument. 

One million france was appropri- 
ated by the French government for 
the purpose, and municipalities 
throughout France contributed «a 
similar amount, in apder that this 
should be representative of all 
France. 

This monument will be te some 
extent a replica of the Statue of Lib- 
erty at New York Harbor. — 
leaving France for America i] 
have the monument last in view, Just 
as American ships afriving at Bor- 
deaux will look upen the monument 
as first greeting, and it will be eym- 
bolic of the work eof the American 
soldiers in France, perpetuating their 
chivalry and hereisem for all time. 


TO REFLECT AMITY.

WAR RISK POLICIES 
CAN BE REINSTATED. 


CONVERSION TO OTHER KINDS 
OF INSURANCE ALSO WILL 
BE PERMITTED. 


Former service men who carried 
War Risk Insurance while serving 
the government may reinstate their 
policies if their month of discharge 
is not more than eighteen months 
prior to the month of application, 
according to a recent decision of the 
Treasury Department. This applies 
as well to men who have allowed in- 
surance to lapse for more than the 
period named. In either case the 
man must submit a full medical ex- 
amination report by seme licensed 
physician, showing he is in fit condi- 
tion to be reinstated, the department

The insurance may be rel ted 


by submitting such medical evidence 
on the form . prepared for this 
emergency by the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance and by paying two 
monthly premiums to cover the 
month of lapse and the current 
month.

Since 
no impartial and intelligent reader 
of the review that so displeased our 
distinguished author can find there 
any hint at a recommendation to 
punish villany and reward virtue, it 
is not necessary to discuss that 
point. Reading in his wrath, he 
evidently misunderstood what was 
said in tolerably plain English. 

Mr. Hughes's logic, however, con- 
vinces himeelf. The verisimilitude 
of hie painting of the Texas desert 
ie proven, in his opinion, by the 
mere assertion that he lived there 
for some time. According to the 
literary standards implied, resi- 
dence in a place is al) that is neces- 
sary to insure its lifelike description 
in the pages of fiction. 

As to our use of the word “tlk” In 
our “final slash.” in which we re- 
ferred to Mr. Hughes and his ilk, 
may we be allowed to explain that 


“MacGregor of that tik.” Hence, 
by Mr. Hughes and his I|k we meant, 
and might better have said, and his 
clan or kind. However, the Century 
Dictionary recognizes this use of 
the word, making it “colloquial.” 
Those who have read “Beauty” 
must wonder at the author's sud- 
den particularity as to a question 
of usage.

His ac- 
counts of meagerly clad women 
are as numerous as they are 
wearisome, and as wearisome as 
they are numerous. But although 
the book contains so many de- 
scriptions of physical charms, it 
does not contain one fiesh-and- 
blood character, one human be- 
ing who lives and whose fate is a 
matter of importance to the read- 
er. Dissertations innumerable 
there are.”

The Lady Barbara, who undertook 
the education of the young and suc- 
cessful playwright, Eric Lane, used 
some rather strange methods in the 
course of her training.

The book is readable enough and 
clever enough, but it leaves the read- 
er rather empty and a little puzzled 
in the end. Just a little sanity and 
self-control on the part of the very 
smart people Mr. McKenna creates 
would bring his plots tumbling 
down on their heads, as every inci- 
dent related depends upon the whim- 
sicality or abnormality of the charac- 
ters involved for its possibility in 
time or place.

A Los Angeles inventor claims to 
have perfected a small garden and 
orchard tractor that will make a 
stir in the farm machinery world 


when it is brought to Gommercial 
production, for which he is now ne- 
gotiating. 

A peculiar feature of the little 
tractors is the adaptation of a num- 
ber of standard Ford automobile 
parts, which, being obtainable in 
every garage in the country, will 
render cheap and easy the making of 
repairs and relpacement of parts. 
The Ford parts used include piston, 
connecting rod, wrist pin, valves, 
springs and roller bearings. 

These tractors are made in two 
types. One of these is a one-cylin- 
der, four horsepower tractor, only 
fourteen inches wide, designed for 
hand guiding and for work between 
rows. This tractor has clutch in 
each wheel for steering and con- 
trol with the fingers, twenty-eight- 
inch wheels, and can make a com- 
plete turn in space of eighteen 
inches. The larger type has a two- 
cylinder engine, nine horsepower, 


thirty-two-inch wheels, is thirty-two 
inches wide, and is designed for 
straddling the rows. It can 
worked on foot or can be ridden, has 
the same control as the smaller trac- 
tor, and turns in the epace of thirty- 
two inches.

However, tt is shown im the re- 
port, many thieves and theft gangs 
have been run to earth In the last 
few days, cutting down the ava- 
lanche of thefts for the time being, 
at least. Detective Harry Hickok of 
the club bureau has evolved and per- 
fected a special method of catching 
thieves which has proved effective 
in many instances recently. 
This is the dangerous system of 
running them into the curb. It was 
firet employed in capturing the 
famous gang of so-called “drug 
store bandits” on Broadway during 
the business rush hour when Detec- 
tives Raymond and Hickok cut in 
front of the fleeing thieves and 
forced them to the curb. 
Another instance is that of last 
Sunday when Hickok, working 
single handed, forced James Wali 
and Henry Swan, fleeing in & car 
stolen from Monroe Bennett of this 
city, into the curb on Normandie 
avenue. This method of thief catch- 
ing, while extremely perilous, is be- 
ing adopted throughout eastern 
cities following the example set in 

its success by Los Angeles. 
TIME NO ELEMENT. 
That “time” is not an element in 
the recovery of stolen autos is also 
shown tn the club's statement which 


advises auto owners to record all 
information which may prove vital 
in recovering their stolen property. 
A car belonging to Fred W. Eisele, 
also of this city, was recovered re- 
cently after a three year search. 
It was stolen in Los Angeles but 
was recovered in Stoyes Town, 
Penn., after the owner has despaired 
of ever seeing it again. In the 
meantime it had changed hands 
many times.

City Prosecutor Widney takes the 
position that with the requirement 
of speedometers it is possible speed- 
ing might be curtailed. He ex- 
plains that defendants frequently 
cite ag an excuse for speeding that 
their vehicle did not have a speed- 
ometer and they did not know how 
fast they were traveling. Mr. Wid- 
ney has expressed the opinion that 
the ordinance would help in the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

“Any movement that would suc- 
cessfully prevent speeding should be 
encouraged,” said the representative 
of Mack trucks. “Speedometers will 
not prevent speeding, however. Cars 
that are equipped with the instru- 
menta are those most capable of 
high speeds. No one ever heard of 
a speedometer stopping a car or 
preventing ite operation in viola- 
tion of the law. If the officers can- 
not get convictions for speeding on 
the plea” that cars were not 
equipped with speedometers, it does 
not follow that the presence of a 
speedometer would assure convic- 
tion Truck owners are opposing 
the ordinance becaure the use of 
speedometers ig impractical. The 
instruments fall off or are made 
inaccurate by the vibration of the 
vehicle. Many operators who have 
tried them eay they are absolutely 
worthless. The ordinance would re- 
quire that the speedometer be ‘ac- 
curate.” It ts physically impossible 
to keep the Instruments accurate on 
trucks. When the speedometer ir 
installed on a truck equipped with 
new tires it might register correct- 
ly. ese tires are three inches 
or more thick when new and when 
worn down registration cannot pos- 
sibly be the same as when new. 
Such large fleet owners as the Be- 
kine Storage Company.

Sharing this writer's view, I find some 
thing pathetic, and at the same time almost 
impertinent, in the commonly accepted as- 
sumption that we are called upon, if not en- 
titled, to regard our western civilization as 
superior to that of the East, and to impose 
it upon the Chinese people. I believe that 
the ideas and institutions by which China 
will in due time be “saved” will be neither 
American nor British, but Chinese ideas and 
institutions, evolved by the Chinese them- 
selves in accordance with the genius and 
traditions of the race. Indeed, I hope and 
believe that the inroads of our western ma- 
terialism will leave no deeper scars upor the 
soul of China than have been left upon it by 
the dominion of the Manchus or the invasion 
of Tartar hordes. And I therefore hold it to 
be our duty, while assisting to restore the 
financia] stability and administrative au- 
thority of the Chinese government, to ab- 
stain from attempts to impose our type of 
civilization upon the Chinese people. I, who 
have lived for nearly thirty years among 
them, and have had occasion to compare 
their system of manners and morals with 
those of many other nations, have no hest- 
tation In saying that, despite the burden of 
physical suffering, the hunger and the 
squalor imposed upon countless millions of 
Asiatics by their passivity and by the in- 
tensity of the struggle for survival, accen- 
tuated by their procreative recklessness, the 
East is wiser and happier than the West. I 
believe that the social institutions which 
have grown out of the Chinese philosophy 
are nearer to the truth than ours and there- 
fore morally superior; and, believing this, I 
ask myself (and Prof. Dewey) upon what 
grounds and to what purpose we persist in 
endeavoring to impose upon them not oaly 
our mechanical inventions, but our political 
panaceas and our conflicting creeds.—[ From

BEAUTY does never from the hills de 
part; there is the beauty of the storm 
and tempest as well as the glory of 
the golden sun and the tranquil sky. 

Never have I found such bewildering 
changes of climate as there are in Elysian 
Valley. One day dawns sunny and warm; 
there is not a cloud in sight. From the vast 
expanse of blue the sun pours its mellow 
warmth upon the earth. Towards peom a 
cloud po bigger than a man’s hand appears 
wpen the horizon; other clouds follow, and 
soon the gray hosts of chilling mists roll 
over the mountains and out into the valley, 
submerging all evidence of life within their 
fleecy folds. Now the wind blows shrilly, a 
deepening darkness settles over the earth 
with spraylike moisture sifting down from 
the somber clouds. At such times I read 
the open book of the heavens, chop an arm- 
ful of wood, and sit by the blazing fire while 
the adverse elements contend overhead. 

And also there are raging windstorms. 
Never have I seen such winds as blow across 
the level expanse of the valley. Over the 
low barriers from the direction of the set- 
ting sun leaps the west wind, skipping mer- 
rily across the treeless fields, rolling the 
dry tumble weeds for great distances and 
finally heaping them high against the north 
and south fences. Ordinarily the west wind 
ie moderate in its sweep and force and it is 
always invigorating. It springs up early in 
the morning to temper the warmth of the 
midday sun. It is a welcome visitor, being 
always cool and refreshing. 


Iinpossible to Keep Warm 
When Siorms Rage. 


OWARDS the north the mountains slope 

downward and then rise again. Through 
the defile thus formed comes the monarch 
of the winter, the north wind, raging and 
howling mightily. Whenever the breezes 
shift to this quarter I know that a real storm 
is on the way. I have read of traveling 
teacherages. In this category my cabin al- 
most qualifies, being a light, portable affair 
totally unfitted for the rigors of a mountain 
climate. It faces torthward. When I discern 
a storm heading southward over the moun- 
tain tops, prepared to expend all its energy 
in a drive across the valley, I immediately 
prepare to meet it. The front window is 
closed, the door locked, and the trunk is 
wedged against it. The rains descend, and 
the driving gale blows the water about in a 
Niagara-like fineness of spray. It sifts in un- 
der the door, collecting in fivulets that 
trickle across the floor. Through the key- 
hole pours a stream as if shot out of a noz- 
gle. And the cabin rocks, creaks, shakes, 
and threatens to move. Fortunately, the 
lean-to at the rear, being built of substantial 
timbers, anchors the main structure to the 
ground. During these northers the wind 
searches out every crack and crevice, so that 
even with a roaring fire of hard, dry oak it is 
impossible to keep warm. With all doors 
and windows securely closed, the gusts of 
air blow so vigorously that the lamp can 
scarcely be kept lighted. So, there is only 
one thing to do: turn out the flickering fame 
and go to bed. As early as 6 o'clock in the 
evening this has been necessary. Under 
the blankets | lay listening to the ceaseless 
patter and rvar. 

My predecessors upon sighting these 
storms abandoned the cabin and took up 
their abode in the schoolroom as a safer 
place to weather the wintry gales. 

But not all the storms descend to the 
depth of the valley. In the early autumn ! 
watched the showers falling upon the high- 
er altitudes, while the sun was shining about 
me. Later in the year, while the rains de- 
scended in the valley, the low-lying mists 
buried the mountains from sight.Then when 
the rains ceased and the mists lifted there 
lay a crown of snow upon the far peaks, 
white and chill. With every storm the snow 
line crept farther down the mountains, one 
day melted back by the warm sun, and again 
extending downward with each succeeding 
storm.

While 
the showers are falling in one place, not 
far away the skies are clear and the sun is 
shining. At almost any time the conditions 
are apt to reverse. In a stroll across the 
fields it is possible to walk from sunshine in- 
to the rain and out again. 


Scenic Splendors of Upland Valleys 
Repay One for Trials. 


HE weather does not conform to season. 

Strange as it may seem, there were more 
pleasant, sunny days in January than there 
were in the month of May. The old settlers 
declare that May is the stormiest month of 
the year. 

The scenic splendors of mountain sunrises 
and sunsets are sublime beyond description 
—colorful, gorgeous and inspiring. I love es- 
pecially the sunset hour and the myriad tints 
of the evening sky. 

The western skies are the harbingers of 
Sgood cheer and hope for the morrow. Often 
at evening time in the north and east the 
black storm clouds hover over the valley 
while the western sky is clear and calm. As 
the sun drops out of sight the heavens gleam 
a brilliant red that changes to bright yellow 
and finally pales and fades into the grayness 
of twilight. 

Never have I seen a more glorious alpen- 
glow than that which shines upon the snowy 
crest of Piute Mountain. The glow resem- 
bles molten gold. Upon this background of 
mellow light appears a faint aura of green, 
doubtless the reflection from the pines. This 
blending of the gold and green continues for 
some time, after which the colors change to 
deep blue, finally softening into the shades 
of night. 

One of the most refreshing sights after a 
cloudy day is the appearance of the sunglow 
focused upon the high crests. From the val- 
ley floor there is no evidence of sun what- 
ever. Contrasting with the heavy clouds that 
rim the mountains surrounding the flat is an 
oasis of suntight gleaming over rocks and 
pines high upon the mountainside. 

On one stormy evening the pall of ap- 
proaching darkness began to settle over the 
land. Above Breckenridge Mountain the 
clouds parted and throvgh the rift thus 
formed shone a radiance as clear as the 
noon-day and as colorful as light diffused 
through cathedral glass, converging upon a 
grove of pines growing far up the mountain, 
while the trees near them were almost 
buried under the mantle of darkness. Long 
I watched this play of sunshine and shadow, 
reveling in the sublime beauty of it all. 

So far as I know, John Muir is the only 
writer who made constant observations of 
the clouds, describing them in his delizht 
fully poetic manner. The mountains black 
with the wrath of approaching storms are 
just as beautiful and sublime as when a calm 
and serene sky looks down upon them. The

Diphtheria. 
IPHTHERIA, like adenoids and en- 
larged tonsils, is mainly caused by over- 
consumption of starches and sweets.

“Il am convinced that antitoxin is worse 
than useless for diphtheria. The manufac 
turers have a way of getting statistics pub- 
lished to look as if diphtheria were on the 
‘decrease by the use of antitoxins, but the 
fact remains that there are practically as 
many deaths today from diphtheria, direct 
ly or indirectly, as there were before anti- 
toxin was ever used, and this in spite of the 
improved sanitary conditions now common. 

“I have met very many old practitioners 
who have treated hundreds of cases of diph- 
theria, and never used antitoxin for it, and 
their percentage of deaths has been far less 
than those who used antitoxins. 
“Giving a child antitoxin treatment to pre- 
vent diphtheria shows that we are getting 
back to superstition, as fast as commercial- 
ism will take us.

Offer a child a peach and a piece of beef- 
steak, and see what it will grab for. 

Fruit is food, medicine and drink, con- 
taining the purest water, distilled in na 
ture’s own laboratory. 


Many say they “cannot eat fresh fruit.” 
That is because the linings of their stom- 
aches are inflamed, and the fruit acids irri- 
tate them. The thing for them to do is to 
get into a condition where they can eat 
fruit, ag soon as possible. 

Another reason why some people say 
they cannot eat fruit is that they mix it 
with other foods. This should never be 
done, because fruit, being a medicinal food, 
starts trouble when mixed with other 
forms of nourishment. The only thing that 
may properly be eaten with frults is nuta, 
but the best way is to eat it alone. In 
summer you may, to your advantage, make 
one of your dally meals of fruit. You may 
occasionally eat a little cream with berries, 
but no sugar. Mix sweet fruits with them, 
although fruit that is not sweet enough to 
eat without sweetening is not fit to eat at 
all. 


fet another reason why fruit disagrees 
with some people is that they overeat of it. 
Fruit, being tempting, one is easily led to 
overeat. Some seem to think that because 
fruit is so wholesome, they cannot eat too 
much of it. This is absurd. As I have often 
sald, it is less harmflul to undereat of bad 
food than to overeat of good food. Nothing 
is “good for you” if you eat too much of it. 
Moderation is the main thing, in diet. 

The fig is an exceptional frult, containing 
no acid. However, those with impaired di- 
gestion should not eat sweet fruits with 
starch foods, or fermentation will ensue. 
Wait until your digestion improves. 

The date is also an exceptional fruit, con- 
taining some cane sugar. Cane sugar, as 
found in the date, in cane, and in roots, is 
of course, a different thing from refined 
white cane sugar. 

Bananas are starch when green, turning 
to sugar as they bilacken. 

Do not cook fruit. That is like painting 

. the Mly. Too cook fruit and mix it with 
sugar is to destroy most of the medicinal! 
qualities. Metchnikof advised boiling 
strawberries to kill the “bugs.” He died 
before his time. 


Ripe fruits direct from the tree contain 
the necessary elements for our body, in the 
highest form of organization, and in about 
the right proportion. They will therefore 
insure perfect nutrition. In the process of 
digestion fresh, ripe fruits, if eaten by 
themselves, require only a small expendi- 
ture of nerve force. They are superior to 
starchy foods, which draw more heavily 
upon our nerve force, overtaxing and grad- 
ually weakening the organs of digestion and 
elimination. 


The alkaline salts of fruits and vege- 
tables act as natural laxatives, by promot- 
ing the action of the secreting glands. They 
also assist in the preservation of normal 
physical conditions within the cells. The 
chlorides furnish the chloride of the hydro 
chloric acid in the gastric juice, pepsin be 
ing inactive, except in the presence of hy- 
drochloric acid in the gastric juice, pepsin 
being inactive, except in the presence of 
hydrochloric acid. In the small intestine 
the alkaline salts assist in the digestion of 
fats. 


In a temperate climate, fruit and nuts, the 

food of our remote ancestors, make an ideal, 
eliminative, non-starch diet. To the fruits 
of the temperate zone may be added, in 
moderation, dates, figs, ripe bananas, etc. 
These are more nourishing, but contain less 
of the healthful acids. 

I know several fruitarians, who are 
healthy and vigorous, and remarkably free 
from “colds”—which are fevers. In a 
bulletin entitled, “Studies of Fruitarian 
Colonies in California,” Prof. M. E. Jaffa 
of the University of California has testified 
to the sufficiency of this diet to maintain 
health and strength. 


California is the greatest horticultural 
State in the Union. Unfortunately, it is 
most difficult to buy fruit that is neither 
under-ripe or over-ripe. As to price, it is 
retailed at about the same 0price as: it 
brings in Chicago or New York, except in 
the case of fruit out of season. Not that 
the grower gets too much—by no means. 

Fruit to be wholesome should be just 
ripe, and fresh from the tree, blushing a 
rosy red, not pale and anemic, the red de- 
noting the presence of iron. Fruit that has 


UTT ts a most wholesome food, when 
propertly eaten. It is not a 
food, but a natural 
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is not fit to eat. 

Those who have picked second crop Mus- 
cat grapes, when the early frosts are on 
the vines, or have gone over an apricot or- 
chard, a couple of weeks after the pickers 
have done their work, know what ripe fruit 
is. It should be preparing to fall from the 
tree. Of course, dealers cannot buy it in 
this condition. Therefore, all who can do 
so should grow a little fruit. It may cost 
them more than they could buy it for, but 
what of that? 

The acid of . citrus fruits is strong. 
Therefore, they should be avoided by those 
with inflamed stomachs, until their stom- 
achs are healed. Citrus fruits are good to 
stir up and finally dissipate the surplus 
bile of those whose livers are engorged. 
This beneficial process is regarded by the 
ignorant as a proof that citrus fruits are 
“not good for them.” 

The medicinal qualities of the pomelo, 
or grapefruit, are offset by the sugar 
usually eaten with it. Sugar does not new- 
tralize the acid of fruit. It ly disguises 
it. When the juice of the skin is included, 
pomelo juice is a wholesome sybstitute for 
harmful quinine. Pomelo is often eaten at 
breakfast with starch foods, a bad prac- 
tice. 

The stvawberry, like citrus fruit, contains 
a strong acid. It also contains more of the 
mineral elements, or organic salts, than 
any other fruit commonly eaten, being ex- 
ceeded only by the tomato, making it a 


powerful yet wholesome medicine. It con- 
tains a total of sixty-five parts of organic 
salts to 1000 parts of water-free matter, or 
6% per cent; being especially rich in 
sodium and iron. Unfortunately. sffaw- 
berries can never be purchased fully ripe, 
as they spoll too quickly. 

Of course, every kindergarten student of 
dietetics knows that acid or subacid fruit 
should never be eaten at the same time 
with starch foods, because an alkaline sa- 
liva is needed, to prepare the starch for di- 
gestion. 


Skin Diseases. 

Skin diseases indicate impurities in the 
blood. They cannot be cured by local 
treatment. Fruit drives these impurities 
out and increases, for a time, the eruption 
on the skin, which is a good thing. To 
suppress it ig not only foolish, but danger- 
ous. 

A “fruit fast” of several weeks or a 
couple of months, is the best way to break 
away from alcoholism, or any drug habit. 

Like other foods, cold-storage fruits 
rapidly decay, when brought into a warmer 
temperature. This is especially true of 
pears. On these and bananas you may 
sometimes notice a sickly hue, showing 
that they have been frozen. They should 
be avoided. Apples, being a more robust 
fruit, are safer. However, as a rule, it is 
better to use canned or cold-storage fruits 
only in an emergency. This is especially 
true of those whose stomachs are inflamed, 
and consequently not working well. 

Those who are of nervous, disposition 
should eat less fruit *-nd more raw green 
stuff. Those of philegmatic disposition 
should live largely on fruit. 


Sun Baths. 


" OLLOWING is from a Chicago dispatch: 
“Especial warning is issued by phy- 
sicians against sunburn this year, as it ap 
pears to be unusually perilous. There have 
been numerous deaths from this cause, and 
the number of patients confined to their 
beds from one to three weeks is said to be 
unprecedented.” 

This will doubtless induce many foolish 
people to avoid the healing rays of the sun. 

Sun and air baths are most valuable aids 
in restoring health. Sunshine, like radium 
and X-rays, may easily be overdone. 

You should take a sun bath every day, 
when you can, beginning ‘with a few min- 
utes, and gradually extending the time to 
twenty minutes. It is best to take it when 
the rays of the sun are not very powerful. 
The eyes should be protected. Also the 
back of the neck.

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THE TRAILS.

N THE affections of Yosemite visitors, the 

trails of the region easily hold first place. 

The most frequent question you will hear 

about the evening campfires is: 

“What trail are you going to take tomor. 
morrow 

Or the same thing in the past tense: 

“Which of the trails were you on today?” 

If you are up early enough in the morn- 

‘ing, you will see bunches of khaki-clad 
_ trampers starting off from the camps, each 
‘one with a small knapsack slung over his 
shoulder, or it may be only a paper bag in 
hand, in which is his noon lunch. If the 
time be early in the season, they carry no 
canteens, for they will come across running 
water almost everywhere. If you were ty 
follow any one of these groups, in half an 
hour or less you would be climbing some 
one of the trails that lead up to the high 
places. 

Trails usually bespeak mountains, and al- 
ways in this region. So tramping Yosemite 
trails means climbing. Trails are plentiful 
about Yosemite, and you must haunt them 
assiduously, if you would see the glories of 
the place. You must expand your lungs and 
harden your muscles—for you must climb, 
climb, climb! 

True, there are some paths and roads on 
the floor of the valley which are~ called 
trails. But, if we except the one around Mir- 
ror Lake, they are only what I have already 
called them, roads and paths. Many of them, 
however, merge into real trails at the bor- 
ders of the valley, or in the mouths of the 
side canyons. 

Many Yosemite visitors who return to the 
valley year after year have their favorite 
trail—or it may be two or three trails which 
share their favoritism. Every rock and tree 
along their favorite trails is familiar to them. 
They know all the fine lookout places, too, 
many of which would escape the notice of 
anyone going over the trail for the first 
time, and they may be found at these points 
day after day. Most of them like to talk 
about their favorite trails, and many a fine 
view have I saved myself from missing by 
paying heed to what they have to tell. 

The tralis of the Yosemite somewhat 
naturally fall into three groups, which for 
the sake of reference we may call] “Upper 
Merced Tralils;” “South Rim Trails;” “North 
Rim Trails.” There is some merging of the 

* trails of the first two of these groups, as wil! 
appear in what I shall have to say concern- 
ing the Nevada Fall Trail. The North Rim 
Trails are absolutely set off from all connec- 
tion with the others by the valley itself and 
Tenaya Canyon. Each of these groups wil 
be the subject of a separate article, and it 
seems most convenient to take them in the 
order in which I have just named them. 


Upper Merced Trails 4 
Nawurally Fall Into One Croup. 


IERRA POINT TRAIL, Vernal and Ne 

vada Falls Trail, Clouds Rest Trail, and 
Half Dome Trail form the Upper Merced 
group. They are more or less closely con- 
nected with the Merced River at the head of 
the valley, hence the group name. 

The Sierra Point Trail is the “tryout” trail. 
If you can negotiate this without too great 
fatigue, you are in trim to try any of the 
trails leading to the rim. This trail was 
built by the Sierra Club to reach a point un- 
der Grizzly Peak which had been visited in 
previous years by various members of the 
club in their climbing over the untrodden re- 
gions, and from which there is an exceed- 
ingly enchanting view. 

The climb to Sierra Point Is as steep and 
severe as that on any of the trails leading 
to the rim, but it is only about half the 
length of the shortest of these. It is as well 
built as the best, and better than most of 
them. 

The trafl begins just beyond the bridge 
over the Merced at the power house, near 
the Happy Isles. It leaves the road on the 
upper side, turning sharply to the left. Just 
you should take things deliberately. By do 
ing so, you will be better able to measure 
your mountain-climbing ability. 

There are stretches along the lower part 
of the trail which discourage some begin- 
mers; not that they are so very bad, either; 
but the steep zigztags cut one's wind and 
make one’s heart beat hard and fast. In a 
few places, too, the footing is loose, and 
beyond where if starts, on the upper side of 
the road, there is a fine spring. Fill your 
canteen at this spring, for you are about to 
take the one trail of the Yosemite ou which 
there is no water. 


Devote a whole day to the trip, for thére 
are fine views from the various turns on the 
trail which you will want leisure to enjoy, 
while from the top you should see the pros- 
pects both in the forenoon and afternoon 
light. And this should really be your “try- 
out” climb, there is a further reason why 
there, if you crowd too rapidly, your legs will 
get wobbly. For the encouragement of the 
climber who is new at the business, I will 
state that the harder part of the trail Is on 
the lower half. > 

During the early morning, the whole 
length of the trail is in shadow, while much 
of it the sun does not hit until well along 
towards noon. slopes on which the zig- 
gage occur are y well wooded, too, so

others satisfy themselves with what they see 
of it while on the way to Clouds Rest, al- 
though they are then on a twenty-five mile 
tramp, with an upward climb of nearly a 
mile and a half. It is true they pass over 
the same ground as far as the top of Nevdda 
Fall, but the haste necessary to cover the 
longer trails leaves too little: time for view- 
ing the landscape along the lower reaches of 
the trail, and for enjoying the charms and 
beauties of the falls. 

The trail starts at the bridge near the 
power house and follows up the north side 
of the river. A quarter of a mile or so below 
Vernal Fall it crosses to the south side and 
bears away from the river, in order to climb

even when the afternoon sun is beating which the Merced plunges in Vernal Fall. 


against the face of the cliff around which 
the trail winds, you can find some shade in 
which to sit down and rest. But if possible, 
you should avoid making the upward trip 
late in the afternoon. 

In making the ascent you should not neg- 
lect to keep on the lookout for the fine views 
down the -valley and into Tenaya Canyon. 
The views into the latter are especially en- 
trancing, and on account of the nearness of 
the trail many details of the gorge can be 
made out that are not apparent from any 
other trails about the valley from which it 
is visible. 

At the top of the Sierra Point Trail there 
is a natural rock platform which stands out 
bold and free, and around the edge of which 
an fron railing has been placed for the as- 
surance and safety of the dizzy-headed. Of 
the superb prospects which there meet one’s 
gaze I shall speak when I am telling about 
Yosemite's glory spots—for this is one of 
them—or at least is very nearly so. 

DAY should be given to the trip to Vernal 
and Nevada Falls. Many persons make 
this trip a part of the one to Glacier Point 
by the Long Trail—which follows the same 
trail as far as the top of Nevada Fall—while 


| The climb up the ridge is a hard one, and 


it should not be taken In haste. One is apt to 
hurry, for the trail is somewhat shut in and 
there is little chance to view the scenery 
until the ridge is topped. At the top of the 
ridge the trail runs over to a ledge overlook- 
ing Vernal Fall. And there, from high above, 
one can look almost straight down the face 
of the cataract. This view of Vernal Fall is 
a unique and fascinating one and is deeply 
etched in my memory of this—in many ways 
—the most alluring of Yosemite's waterfalls. 

During the early part of the day the trail 
is in shadow. And there are patches of for- 
est and scattered trees along the way, where 
one can find convenient, shady resting 
places. One who likes to climb trails in a 
leisurely fashion—the only sensible way— 
rejoicing when the resting places are fre 
quent, and seeking out the beauty. spots 
which those who go by in a hurry never see, 
will find great joy in the two-mile stretch 
between the bridge over the Merced at the 
power house and Vernal Fall. 

I remember one time I was climbing this 
section of the trail, when I overtook John 
Muir and a friend of his. The venerabie 
mountaineer was sitting on a rock beside the 


Nevada Fall and Liberty Cap, The trail is up the gulch between the fall and the dome. 
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trail, giving his companion an account of the 
ascent of Half Dome which he had made 
many years before. It was a fitting place for 
such a recital. A hundred feet or so below 
the trail on one side rushed the foaming 
Merced, while on the other rose Grizzly Peak 
to a half-mile above. 

Muir and his companion had been a large 
part of the forenoon on a mile of trail which 
I had climbed in about half an hour. But I 
fancy the enjoyment each received was in 
like proportion™ 

One of the finest views of Vernal Fall is 
to be had from the bridge by which the trail 
crosses the Merced a short distance below. 
Perhaps no view in all the Yosemite is photo- 
graphed so much. What a rushing, charg- 
ing, foaming stream the river there is! Its 
bed is strewn with bowlders which the swift 
current seems vainly trying to hurl aside! 
The view possesses a fascination for all who 
love to loiter and enjoy things alone and by 
themselves. I have seldom crossed the bridge 
that someone was not leaning against the 
rail on the upper side, watching the clisten- 
ing white fall and the turbulent river, ap- 
parently oblivious to time and all other sur- 
roundings! 

From where the trail leaves the river to 
climb the ridge —as already mentioned—a 
foot trail leads up along the stream to the 
foot of the fall, and then on up through the 
spray and mist alongside the cataract to the 
ledge above. If you ever wish to clim>d this 
mist trail to the ledge above, take a rain- 
coat with you, and wear high, heavy boots. It 
is a wet, slippery, nearly perpendicular trail, 
but the experience is worth the cost. 

Nearly a mile intervenes between Vernal 
Fall and Nevada Fall, where the Merced 
runs through a little basin, maintaining a 
headlong course, except just before its 
plunge at Vernal Fall. There it rests for a 
few rods in a miniature lake called Emerald 
Pool. 

The trail over the ridge comes down into 
this little basin some distance above Vernal 
Fall and crosses the river about half way 
between the falls. From along the trail on 
the ridge, and on the way down into the 
basin, there are fine views of Nevada Fall— 
description of which must wait until I come 
to a chapter devoted to the waterfalls alone. 
Just to its north is Liberty Cap, a tall, nar- 
row granite dome whose shape is very well 
described by the name it bears. So close to- 
gether are ddmé and fall, that I never reeall 
one in my memory that the other does not 
also appear. 

We must go to the top of the fall before 
we may say that we have gone the full 
length of the Nevada Fall Trail. It goes 
skyward by way of a steep gulch at the base 
of Liberty Cap. Part of the way it passes 
over a loose rock slide, where you “slip back 
two steps for every one you take forward.” 
The trail affords you a fine side view of Ne- 
vada Fall. About the only other incident on 
the way up is grand, good hard work. 

When you reach the level above, and walk 
over to the top of the fall, you are at the 
end of the Nevada Fall Trail. The trail goes 
farther, but beyond this point it takes other 
names. It divides and goes in different di- 
rections, one branch becoming the Long 
Trail to Glacier Point, while the other is the 
Little Yosemite and Clouds Rest Trail. 


Clouds Rest Trail Must be Traversed 
to be Appreciated. 


OLLOW up the north side of the Merced 
River from the top of Nevada Fall, climb 
over a ridge a hundred feet or so-in height, 
and you are in Little Yosemite—a duplicate 
in miniature of the greater valley below. 
Follow the trail along the floor of Little Yo 
semite for perhaps a half or three-quarters 
of a mile, and you will come to where it 
forks. 

The right fork goes on up the river for 
three or four miles and ends; for the valley 
becomes a narrow gorge through which there 
is no passage. 

The left hand fork is the Clouds Rest Trail. 
Follow it, and you will soon begin a six-mile 
climb that will take you to the top of Clouds 
Rest, a peak which lacks only a few feet of 
rising to 10,000. When you stand on its 
summit, you are almost a mile and a quar- 
ter above the floor of Yosemite Valley, yet 
nearly every day during the summer season 
the peak is visited by many persons, often 
@ score or more in number, and some of 
whom walk and make the round trip of near. 
ly twenty-five miles in fourteen or fifteen 
hours! Some strenvous tramping, that! Yet 
they who do it declare the reward is well 
worth the labor. 

Clouds Rest perhaps offers as easy an op-

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THE FLOOR OF A DECORATIVE UNIT. 


ROOM is much more comfortable to 
live in if the tone of the floor bears 
the same relation to the ceiling as 
the ground does to the sky.

fight. Often old apartments or country 
houses are done in very dark colors which 
show the dust too readily. These should 
be done over in tan or gray, colors which 
are suitable backgrounds for rugs and fur- 
niture. 

If new floors are to be laid or old ones 
Gone over they should not be treated singly 
but in suites or groups so that there may be 
a harmony in the whole effect. 


The Use and Cost of 
Hardwood Flooring. 


flooring is used generally 
in living-rooms and dining-rooms and 
fis in the long run less expensive than a 
cheaper wood, as it lasts longer and may 
be refinished more often. 


The wood in general use is oak, although 
maple is preferred by some builders, while 
beech and birch also are used in limited 
amounts. Seven-eights material is better 
than half-inch, as it is unaffected by water, 
which causes warping of the thin woods. 
Oak can be bought in threeeights, one-half. 
fiveeights and seven-eights inch. The 
three-eights seems to be used most com- 
monly although in floor materials poor ma- 
terials are after all the most expensive. 


An average grade of oak, three-cights by 
two inches costs $99 a thousand feet. while 
the better grade is $125. Im ordering the 
material, one-third to one-half of the floor 
space is added to the number of square feet 
of the floor, for one and one-half inch width. 
Forty per cent extra is calculated on for 
the two-inch width. One thousand feet 


lays about seventy-five or eighty square 
yards. 


May be Varnished, 
Stained or Waxed. 


newer and better varnishes are 
those which dry with a dull gloss fin- 
ish. Very shiny brilliant floors are becom- 


Brownish-creen. Tf a coat of sheflac is kept 
on over the stain, the color on the stained 
floor will stay. 

Waxed floors have a more beautiful fin- 
ish, but require constant care. Wax is used 
over one coat of varnish and only a small 
section polished at a time. Two coats of 
prepared wax are usually necessary, which 
is rubbed with a weighted brush. If floors 
are in constant use a coat of wax should 
be applied about every two months. 


The Refinishing of Old Floors 
Is Often Necessary. 


yo ol4 or badly discolored floors 
should be painted instead of varnished 
so that the imperfections do not show 
through. A tan or gray deck paint is good 
both for color and durability. If the whole 
floor is not to be painted, a space no larger 
than eight by eleven should be left in the 
center as the nine by twelve rug is the 
standard size used for medium-sized houses. 
A very good finish is produced by varnish- 
ing over the paint. 

Before refinishing any floor, all grease 
and dirt should be removed. This may be 
done with soap and water or gasoline. 

if an oak floor has been shellaced or var- 
nished, this must be removed by scraping 
before another stain may be applied. Wax 
may be removed by an application of tur- 
pentine followed by raw linseed oil. Floors 
whien have cracks between the boards 
should be first treated with a filler before 
they are painted. 


Linoleum May be Used 
Throughout the House. 


MONG floor coverings which have 

come into general use for practically 
every room in the house perhaps the most 
popular is linoleum. Not only is it used in 
the kitchen and bathroom, but as a base 
for all kinds of rugs. It may be bought by 
the yard or in rugs, in plain tones, tile ef- 
fects and attractive designs. Linoleum to 
be properly laid is pasted down firmly over 
a layer of felt and then sealed at the edges 
with cement. 

The best grade of linoleum is the least 
expensive, as it will wear a life time and 
the color will never change, as it goes clear 
through. Battleship linoleum one-fourth 
inch in thickness is $3.50 a square y 
laid and three-sixteenths inch is $3.25 1 
Plain tones in cheaper grades can be 
»bought from $1.75 up, while some grades 
run as low as $1 a yard. 

Black and white tile design is attractively 
used In a breakfast room with the furniture

Red tile linoleum is best in sun rooms and 
porches. Green and white tile pattern may 
also be used there or in bathrooms and 
kitchens. 

Cork and composition flooring have many 
advantages. 

Cork carpets as well as cork tile are on 
and is an ideal floor covertng for rooms 
where there is much standing or walking 
and especially, for the nursery floor. It is 
soft and resilient. Fifty cents a square 
foot is an ordinary price for composition 
covering. 

Cork corpets as well as cork tile are on 
the market. Cork tile is made of shavings 
of clear cork; frequently the shavings of 
bottle corks. Cork tile, one-half inch in 
thickness, comes in three shades of brown. 
It has a velvety surface which might be an 
objection in some rooms, as it catches a 
certain amount of dirt. 

In the matter of shrinkage cork tile has 
the advantage, as it is lost in a number of 
joints instead of in one or two places, as it 
is liable to be im linoleum. It also is a 


white tile in either large or small patterns 


gives a striking effect in some rooms. 
Cement floors are now laid in a variety of 
colorings, perhaps the most attractive shade 
being the popular soft pink so suitable to 
Spanish types of architecture. It may be 
left as a flat surface or lined off to give a 
tile effect. It is a sanitary covering, as the 
edges are usually rounded up to the base 
board, which prevents dust collections and 
facilitates cleaning. Again the disadvan- 
tage is in its hardness. 


Careful Selection of the Rug 
Is All Important. 


F THE floor has been well chosen as to 

material and finish it is very important 
not to spoil it with an inappropriate rug. 
It doesn’t matter so mucl if the rug is 
cheap or inexpensive as it does if it is the 
right color or of the right material. There 
is a wide range of choice in both domestic 
and imported rugs. A rug which is popu- 
lar at the present time is the domestic rug 
in one, two or three plain tones. The plain 
toned rug gives the effect of greater size to 
a room especially if one rug is used Instead 
of severa] small ones. Inexpensive rugs in 
plain tones look better than those which 
are figured, as both the color and design 
are apt to be inferior They show foot 
prints, however, very easily. 

Scotch wool rugs which are reversible 
are in new designs and colors. They are 
made in a variety of sizes from $5 to $6 a 
square yard. 

Rush and fiber rugs are popular on the 
porch, in the bedroom, and in almost every 
room of the summer cottage. The import 
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fer 
ed ones come from Scotland, Holland and 
India. They range in price from $15 to $50 
for a medium-sised rug. These are easily 
cleaned and spots may be removed with a 
stiff? brush and soap and water. 

Navajo rugs are usdally too brilliant im 
color for any room except a den. The 
white, gray and black ones may be much 
more generally used. Both the material 
and color of these rugs is suitable for 
mountain cabins. They are not a suitable 
combination with the velvet or plush fur- 
niture of most living-rooms. For these 
rooms there are attractive and reasonably 
priced Axminister and velvet Wiltons. 
Some oriental rugs and domestic rugs in 
oriental patterns and colora are also used 
in living-rooms.

DECORATIONS AND SHELL SHOCK, 
Stage decorators understand the art of 
furniture placing to express the mood of 
the scene.

Har- 
mony, unity and balance are all furthered 
by the observance of this principle.

To explain why Henry Slanning had gone 
out in the night challenged me as the preg- 
nant point; and given the reason for that 
most unusual step, everything else might 
have followed from it; but no reason offered;

uniess a living man furnished the informa- 
tion.

Here, apparently, one stood 
confronted with three barefaced and deliber- 
ate murders, committed in a night on a 
small island, yet not a shadow of any mo 
tive explained them and not a living being 
could fairly be pointed at as suspect in any 
degree. 


I made very copious fotes and, of course, 
pursued inquiry through many minor chan- 
nels, which all ended in failure and contrib- 
uted no light. I stood in the disagreeable 
position of being unable to make a case, 
and after a month's very hard and consci- 
entious work was forced to own it to myself. 
A loss of self-esteem resulted. I began all 
over again, only to complete another circle 
of failure. Nor could it be called compara- 
tive unsucces futility of my investiga- 
tion was complete. I arrived at no theory 
of any sort or kind, and though once I 
glimpsed the truth darkly, as afterwards ap- 
peared, I wandered from the right road the 
moment it began to appear impossible. 

My last week at Barbados, the last of six 
spent upon the subject, was devoted largely 
to Amos Slanning. He had been extraordi- 
narily kind to me personally, and insisted 
upon my spending a few days at the Pelican 
Estate as his + before I left the West 
indies. He was frankly disappointed at my 
failure, but not more than I myself confessed 
to being. It is true that, though trained to 
this work by Instinct and native bent, with 
already some fair share of success in vari- 
ous obscure cases, I failed signally here. 


I could only admit it and hope my chief 
might prove more fortunate. We talked 
much of Henry Slanning; indeed, I kept the 
conversation to him as far as one decently 
might, and not only with his twin brother: 
for now | saw the truth of what men had 
told me--that Amos entertained an opinion 
of hig brother's character that differed from 
the truth. He did not undervalue his recé#i- 
tude, or the regard and respect untversally 
extended to the dead man; but he had never 
fathomed a character very different from his 
own, and probably never felt, even if he had 
seen, the intellectual and inquisitive side of 
Henry Slanning’s character. 


For example, when I returned fo the pos- 
sibility of svicide, a thought that haunted 
me in connection with the case, though the 
facts were there to prove murder, Amos 
Slanning assured me thai nothing was more 
unlikely, and even wher the revolver was 
proved to have been bought in England by 
his brother, he stoutly protested that it could 
not have been purchased with any thought 
of such a purpose. Others, however, saw 
no improbability in the idea of Henry Slan- 
ning'’s suicide under certain circumstances: 
but, since obvious murder and not suicide 
confronted us, they saw no object in raising 
the question. 

I begged for a photograph of the dead man 
to take home with the reet of my elaborate 
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fore Slanning’s love affair. 

What proved more interesting to me came 
into my hands by accident two days before 
I left the island on my homeward way. 
Amos, searching among his brother's things, 
had found a diary, which contained nothing 
that threw illumination upon the past and 
apparently abstained of set purpose from 
any mention of Henry's romance; but, in ad- 
dition to this, he discovered a pile of manu- 
script—the musings of an intellectual man 
on a variety of subjects, all of direct human 
interest. 

Study of Henry Slanning’s personal li- 
brary had already convinced me of his ac- 
tivity in the domain of thought, while Lady 
Warrender had confirmed the fact. His 
books were for the most part philosophical, 
and I found a translation of Gomperez that 
had evidently occupied much of his time, 
and translations of other German writers, 
including the English version in twenty vol- 
umes of Nietzsche. He had Gilbert Murray's 
Greek tragedians also, with Plato and Aris- 
totlie deeply read. His interest evidently 
ran on the great pagans. As to his own writ- 
ings, they reminded one of the “Anatomy of 
Melancholy.” They abounded in curious quo- 
tations and tended to the morbid; but they 
were full of illumination as to the charac- 
ter of the man revealed in his interests. 

He had compiled on love, passion, ambi- 
tion, patience, duty, suicide, justice, free 
thought, and free will as opposed to destiny. 
He was clearly a rationalist at this stage of 
his life, and acknowledged no supernatural 
‘inhibition to conduct; but his sense of duty 
was exquisitely keen; he debated questions 
of justice with a mind as impartial as dis- 
tinguished, and one felt in the presence of 
aman Ww was almost weighed down by 
nis obligations to his fellow creatures... He 
wrote of mastery and domination, of craft 
and the unhappy need for falsehood in the 
affairs of life, of heredity and environment 
as rival or twin forces in development of 
character. 

I begged these voluminous documents, 
since, in my opinion, they must prove of 
great value to Duveen when he came to in- 
vestigate Henry Slanning’s fate; and his 
brother was content that I should take them 
with me. 

“I shall publish the whole thing present- 
ly,” he assured me. “It will be a valuable 
memorial of Henry and help to show the 
world that he was a remarkable man and a 
far greater thinker than people supposed.” 

And so I left the West Indies (picking up 
the steamship Don on its return voyage from 
Jamaica.) and departed grateful for much 
kindness and consideration, the richer for a 
good friend or two-—-men who are still my 
friends—and disappointed and chagrined to 
the very roots of my being in this blank 
failure to advance by a single fruitful specu- 
lation the problems I had gone so many 
miles and worked so exceedingly hard to re- 
solve. 

My utter failure had one good result, for 
it awoke the interest of Michael Duveen and 
he did not conceal his astonishment at a 
fiasco so complete. 

“A dozen theories, of course, I had,” I ex- 
plained, “‘but each in turn came up against 
a blank negation. I could find no sort of 
explanation that fitted all the facts—worse, 
I could find no explanation that fitted any of 
them. So far as I could discover, as a result 
of sleepless search, these three men had 
not between them a real enemy in the world, 
nor was it possible to meet anybody living, 
or hear of anybody living, who can gain any- 
thing by the death of any of them.

Then I dined with him anc, after the meal, 
he read me the following report: 

“I have solved the problem,” he said, “and 
I am absolutely convinced in my own mind 
that it is correctly solved. Whether those 
most vitally interested, however, will accept 
the solution, is another question.” 

“Solved it?” I gasped. 

“To my own satisfaction,” he repeated; 

“and I shall be disappointed if not to yours 
also. You are not to blame. You did every- 
thing that I should, or could, have done my- 
self.

“Put murder can't be suicide.” 

“Murder may be suicide and suicide may 
be murder. Don’t make rash assertions; 
but light your cigar and Ifsten. I'm rather 
pleased with this; though I repeat it is quite 
likely that nobody but our noble selves will 
appreciate it at its true value. From your 
description of Amos Slanning I am quite 
sure that he will not. Therefore, let us ex- 
pect no reward.” 

“Only through a close and exhaustive 
study of character is it possible to reach any 
explanation of this problem; and in the case 
of Henry Slanning, on whose death the de- 
struction of the lesser men, John Diggle and 
Solly Lawson, will be found to depend, am- 
ple material for an estimate of his complex 
temperament exists.

NEW FARM COURSES 


MEET STUDENTS’ NEEDS. | 


Students who are intending to enter the 
University of California Farm School at 
Davis now have two courses open to them, 
provided they are high school graduates 
and have the recommendation of their prin- 
cipals, according to Thomas F. Hunt, dean 
of the college of agriculture. 

Heretofore, about one-half of the students 
entering the university farm school were 
eligible to enter the university for degree 
Courses, the freshman and sophomore years 
of which given exclusively at Berkeley. Not 
infrequently, after they had attended the 
university farm for one or two years, the 
farm school students have wished that they 
had entered the four-year university course. 
According to present arrangemepts, such 
Students map enter the farm school at 


they may this year take their freshman 
work at Berkeley. In their sophomore year 
they may transfer to Davis, where fresh- 
man and sophomore work in degree courses 
will be offered. Such students will thus 
gave a year towards graduation. 

For years there has been a gradual move- 
gent toward greater specialization in the 
farm school courses. The freshman year to 
be offered this coming August in the farm 
achool at Davis carries specialization 
further than hertofore, and it is believed 
that these newly arranged courses will bet- 
ter than ever meet the needs of students 
who have a desire to prepare along some 
one or two definite lines.

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NEW HUBAM CLOVER AN AID TO 
ROTATION AND SOIL BUILDING. 


BY ROBERT W. HODGSON, 


FTER « year’s trial in many parts of 
California, necessarily on a compara- 
tively small scale, interest in the new 
hubam clover continues to grow as reports 
concerning its behavior come fn. 
More than a year and a half ago, and 
immediately following the announcement 
of the new clover from the lowa Agricul- 
| tural Experiment Station, Farm Adviser 
} Harrison of Yuba county succeeded in ob 
| taining a couple of dozen seeds, which he 
| Planted, and these have since that time 
' furnished material for a goodly number of 
experimental plantings in the northern part 
of the State. 

About a year ago, the writer succeeded In 
obtaining a #mall amount of seed from the 
lowa station, and a few months later ob 
tained a pound of seed from the same 
source. This was distributed to some 
twenty persons in various parts of Los An- 
geles county and Southern California. Fol- 
lowing the publicity given the clover “find” 
by eastern agricultura] journals, individuals 
in many scattered localities secured small 
quantities of seed; so that at the present 
time it is safe to say that the new clover 
has been tried in most parts of the State. 

The reports as to its behavior have been 
almost unanimously favorable, the general 
testimony being that it is unusually vigor- 
ous In growth, and resistant to adverse con- 
ditions. 

Following Prof. Hughes's announcement 
of the discovery of an annual sweet clover 
similar in practically every respect to the 
biennial, but of one season's growth only,
